sible,” Judge Stephens instructed 
the jury. 


The jury apparently called no 
| witnesses Monday in connection 
with the reports of grand jury 
tampering. However, some mem- 
bers of the previous grand jury 
are expected to testify before the 
current jury Tuesday or Thurs- 
day.

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U.S. Gets Through 
To Russian People 


Vice President Nixon’s free-wheeling 
public debate with Premier Khrushchev 
captured world headlines and created ex- 
cited interest in the United States. But 
what transpired in the six-hour Sunday 
conference likely will be of much greater 
importance in the long-range effort to 
work out a really “peaceful coexistence” 
with the Soviet Union. 


The details of that conference, of 
course, are not yet known. Nixon is not au- 
thorized to negotiate or to make agree- 
ments for the United States, He is au- 
thorized, however, to make known the 
views of President Eisenhower and of his 
government. This we may be sure he 
has done. 


Surprisingly enough, Khrushchev has 
given Nixon almost as much attention as 
he would have been expected to give the 
President himself. His rough-and-tumble 
debating tactics have been tempered with 
protestations of peace and friendship. 
Nixon, while firm about U.S. policies, 
also has stressed the desire for peace. 


What originally had been intended 
merely as a trip to open the American 
National : Exposition in a mutual ex- 
change of courtesies became a matter of 
international politics with the deepening 
Berlin crisis. It is yet to be hoped that 
Nixon did make some headway in con- 
vincing Khrushchev. that we intend to 
stay in West Berlin come what may. 

Opening of the exposition itself was 
a triumph of sorts. After decades of anti- 
American propaganda and more recent 
attempts to discredit the exposition it- 
self, Russians in greater numbers than 
anybody had anticipated turned out to 
view the displays of American goods and 
family life. And in spite of his sneers, 
Khrushchev gave grudging admiration. 

Another surprising aspect is the 
friendliness shown by the average Rus- 
sian to Nixon and other Americans at the 
exposition. This, too, in spite of the years 
of constant drumfire of hate America, is 
proving most embarrassing to Soviet 
propagandists. 

Perhaps the most striking thing of all 
is that we have such an exhibition in 
Moscow and that the Russian people are 
seeing it. They also are reading about 
it and are hearing Nixon’s words about 
America. For the first time we are get- 
ting through to more Russians than at 
any time since the Revolution. 

While we have no way of knowing 
now just what went on in the vice presi- 
dent’s private conferences with Khrush- 
chev, the Nixon trip and the American 
Exposition both already have proved 
worthwhile.

Curbing of Vandalism 


Requires Firm Action 


What pleasure or gain is there to be 
derived from wanton destruction. of 
property?

Here Is Why Georgia 
Has Traffic Problems 


In case you’ve been wondering why 


Georgia’s traffic problem seems to be- 
come worse all the time, a recent report 
from the Atlanta field office of the U.S. 
Department of Commerce should prove 
enlightening. 


In 1958 Georgia registered an average | 


of one motor vehicle for every 2.40 resi- 
dents of the state. Total registration of 
automobiles, buses and trucks reached 
1,348,403, of which about 81 per cent 
were pny ead ret increase 
vehicles in years-—-an average 
of 63,000" additional : 
for the decade. 
With 


per capita registrations almost 


doubling in 10 years, is there any won- 
der we have a growing problem? In 1948 
there was a motor vehicle for every 4.52 
residents, 

Georgia’s roads and law enforcement 
machinery have not kept pace with the 
growing number of cars, buses and 
trucks. Only eight other states have 
fewer hard-surfaced roads than do we. 
Of a total of 95,964 miles of roads, 47,- 
108 are nonsurfaced. Georgia has the 
lowest percentage of surfacing in the 
Southeast, with 50.9 per cent. 

True, Georgia has by far the biggest 
number of miles of roads and stands well 
comparatively in total mileage surfaced. 
But with the nation’s 17th largest num- 
ber of vehicles, it is obvious our road 
program still has a long way to go. It is 
obvious, too, that wasteful practices must 
end in order to get maximum roads from 
available funds.

Castro Tightens Hold 


On Cuban Revolution 


Fidel Castro, bouncing back as pre- 
mier of Cuba after a fervent popular 
demonstration he arranged Sunday in 
Havana, appears to be stronger than 
ever. Regardless of what one thinks of 
him, he is fastening one-man rule over 
this troubled island. 

His ouster of President Urrutia, his 
resignation as premier and the mass 
demonstration on the anniversary of his 
26th of July movement all were calcu- 
lated to destroy any organized opposition 
which may have existed. 

We may as well accept the fact, then, 
that Castro will be running Cuba for 
some time. How he does the job is the 
big concern now. His is the voice of 
Cuba—an island country now in the 
throes of revolution. He destroyed a bru- 
tal, corrupt dictatorship and is destroy- 
ing an entire social and economic system. 

Castro’s greatest troubles now are 
economic. His land reform measures and 
expropriation policies have resulted in 
considerable temporary damage. Cuba 
needs foreign investments and trade. She 
needs our help. 

Castro is being viewed with some dis- 
taste as Cuba’s new dictator. But wheth- 
er he has a genuine desire to lead the 
country toward democracy remains to be 
seen. 

What is happening, of course, is bound 
to have wide repercussions throughout 
all Latin America. Success or failure of 
the Castro revolution will have great 
bearing on the course of events in most 
countries south of us.

Program for Training 
Psychiatrists Is Vital 


Georgia’s new mental health program 
stands to derive considerable benefits 
from the study Gov. Vandiver has author- 
ized into the psychiatric training arrange- 
ment in Kansas. 

Dr. George W. Jackson, director of the 
Kansas mental health program which is 
recognized as tops in the nation, has ex- 
pressed considerable interest in the re- 
forms Georgia is launching. He is an ex- 
cellent choice to coordinate the study to 
be made by Dr. John Venable, acting di- 
rector of the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital, and Dr. M. W. H. Collins, staff di- 
rector of the Governor’s Commission on 
Economy and Reorganization. 

A basic step in the state’s new ap- 
proach to the problem of mental illnesses 
is to make the hospital at Milledgeville 
an accredited teaching institution for in- 
terns and resident. physicians who wish 
to become psychiatrists. Authorities rec- 
ognize such a program as the only feasible 
means of obtaining enough qualified psy- 
chiatrists. 

In addition to psychiatrists, the in- 
stitution is badly in need of additional 
general physicians. The training program 
being planned would help alleviate the 
latter shortage.at the hospital as well 
as providing the means by which an ade- 
quate psychiatric staff could be estab- 
lished. 

All this, of course, cannot be accom- 
plished overnight. Meanwhile, every ef- 
fort should be made to obtain the serv- 
ices of additional physicians and psychia- 
trists and to make long overdue im- 
provements in other areas at the hospital.

‘Belief That Women’s Place Is in the Home 
Would Reduce Young Marriages, Divorces’ 


Atlanta—I am a working wom- 
an. I am a housewife. I am a 
mother. I am 20 years old. 

But first of all, and most im- 
portant, I am a woman. 

This, more or less, is the defi- 
nition of quite a few young wom- 
en who exist in this day and 
time. I would say that three- 
fourths of the young girls who 
live in our generation of today 
hold down three very demanding 
jobs. 


Men have been protesting that 
women are taking over in the 
offices and are starting to wear 
the pants in the family. This is 
basically true, but it is not what 
the majority of the young women 
want. 

When my mother was a little 
girl, she was raised believing 
that when she got of age she 
would marry and the man would 
be the ‘“‘breadwinner.”” What 
happened to that idea? 

I have read recently in many 
editorials that we face a prob- 
lem which should be of concern 
to every individual in America: 
The problem of young people get- 
ting married while in high school 
or before they have completed 
their college education. Psychol- 
ogists have said that it is mainly 
because of sex and that sex edu- 
cation is not sufficient and not 
properly taught. This is true to 
an extent. 

But why just in the past few 
years has the percentage gone 
up on early marriages. It is be- 
cause the man knows that the 
wife will go to work and bring 
home at least one-fourth of the 
supporting funds. He knows that 
there is no need for him to go to 
college, to strive to get a better 
job, or to be sure he has enough 
money to support his wife and 
family. 

The girls are just as much to 
blame. They accept the idea 
that they will work and help

with the finances as much as 
possible, so they both think they 
will be quite happy working to- 
gether and building a home. I 
said home—that is not my defi- 
nition of a home. 

By the time the wife has 
worked for three or four years 
she finds she cannot quit be- 
cause they are unable to live on 
what the husband brings home 
alone. He has seen no need to 
complete college, there has been 
no need to look for a better-pay- 
ing job and they find that the 
children can do quite nicely 
without her. 

I sincerely believe if the young 
men and women were raised to 
believe the woman’s place is in 
the home and the man’s place is 
out earning a livelihood there 
would be less earlier marriages 
and fewer divorces.

To an Economic Emphasis 


Last week, the 10th anniversary of our ratification of NATO, 
found the domestic battle still going on as to how much and what 
kind of mutual aid we shall support. The President asked for a 


little over $3,900,000,000. 


Under the compromise authori- 
zation bill arrived at last week 
this sum has been cut to some- 
thing more than $3,500,000,000, or 
about $353,000,000 less than he 
asked.

WASHINGTON—Five comparatively young 
and comparatively unknown members of the 
House of Represéntatives, four men and one

woman, have deliberately leaped from safe cabin berths to a 
dangerous political 


chancy raft that bobs now in a wide and 


Whether they will come to safe 
harbor or sink in the next election 
will not be the least important of 
all the tests at the polls in 1960. 


For what they have done is to 
take a great risk in defense of 
a principle bigger than all of them 
or any party. Theirs happens to 
be the Democratic Party. But 
the question they embody is not 
partisan, nor even ideological. 

They have assumed, these five 
people on a raft, that in the end 
the voters will permit politicians 
to act on tough national issues in 
the public interest, rather than 
only in some group interest. They 
have assumed that in the end 
Congress has an inescapable duty 
to perform on such issues, come 
what may. . 

These five are Representatives 
Stewart Udall of Arizona, Carl 
Elliott of Alabama, Edith Green 
of Oregon, James G. O’Hara of 
Michigan and Frank Thompson 
Jr. of New Jersey. It was they 
who, through five weeks of bit- 
ter, cursing wrangling, of harsh 
competing labor union and pro- 
management pressures. within 
the House Labor Committee, stood 
steadfast upon an unalterable po- 
sition: 

That the committee must 
bring out a labor reform bill. 
That it must be a bill actually

doing something to curb labor 
abuses. That it also must be a 
bill that would not destroy labor. 
That, above all, it must be a bill 
—simply a bill—to prove that 
Congress was strong enough to 
legislate, not merely to, talk, in 
an area of extreme pre-presiden- 
tial campaign sensitivity. 

It is due most of all to these 
five that the committee has 
come through with a measure on 
which the House itself can act. 

The labor committee has 30 
members. All have, in one de- 
gree or another, problems of po- 
litical survival, convictions and 
prejudices. But it was upon this 
small band of five that beat the 
fiercest and most. pitiless of all 
the pressures of these five 
weeks. 

For these five are all liberals. 
Most—if not all—never would 
have been in Congress, without 
labor support. In the ordinary 
definition, they were ‘‘pro-labor.” 

Thus against the violent over- 
simplification which politics pro- 
duces on issues of pay and pock- 


-etbook, they had to run perils of 


special poignancy.

Many Lawmakers 


Advocate Reforms 


WASHINGTON—A growing number of pro- 
posals, some calling for changes in the function- 
ing of the federal government, are today being : | 
advocated by members of Congress and others. President Eisenhower 


will have extensive reorganization proposals before he retires. 


Here is a look at the principal 
changes which are being ad- 
vanced: 

Divided Government—This pro- 
posal comes from Sen. William J. 
Fulbright (D-Ark) and goes back 
to 1946 when for the first time in 
many years the President’s party 
lost control of both houses of Con- 
gress to the opposition. Fulbright 
saw the prospects of such a dan- 
gerous stalemate that at first he 
advocated Truman’s resignation. 
In nearly all domestic matters 
this stalemate did develop. In or- 
der to reduce the likelihood of di- 
vided government and to increase 
party accountability he proposed 
that the president and all mem- 
bers of Congress be elected simul- 
taneously for the same term. 

Better Budgeting — Here Sen. 
Warren G. Magnuson (D-Wash) 
makes two interesting proposals. 
He would divide each year’s 
meeting of Congress into two sep- 
arate sessions — a legislative 
session from Jan. 3 to the first 
Monday in November and a fis- 
cal session from the second Mon- 
day in November until Dec. 31, 
thus enabling Congress to con- 
centrate almost exclusively on 
revenue and appropriations for 
two months. The government’s 
present July-to-July fiscal year 
would be changed to, parallel the 
calendar year.

It would recom- 
mend to the President and to 
Congress policies and programs 
of action ‘“‘to meet the responsi- 
bilities and dangers faced by the 
United States in the world strug- 
gie for free institutions.”’ 


How Congress Does Its Job ~ 
The most powerful policy-making 
body in the executive brazch of 
the government is the National 
Security Council. It includes the 
principal members of the Cabi- 
net. It seeks to see the world as 
a whole, not in isolated sections, 
and to. coordinate both domestic 
and foreign policy affecting 
America’s role in world affairs. 

But there is no equivalent in 
Congress. The various commit- 
tees of Congress look at the world 
in compartments and neither the 
Senate nor the House has any 
means or any time to view the 
world pattern of world policy 
which they help create. Isn't 
there need for a Congressional 
National Security Council?

NEW YORK—A racial dispute 


over Harlem’s wholesale liquor | 


salesmen has raised fears among 
white businessmen that a wide- 
spread ‘‘buy black’’ campaign is 
in the offing in the area. 


L. Joseph Overton, president of 
the New York branch of the 
NAACP, organized a drive early 
this month to obtain for Negro 
wholesale liquor salesmen a larg- 
er share of Harlem’s business. 
Picketing and threats of boycotts 
have been used to enlist the sup- 
port of both Negro and white 
liquor retailers. 


Overton said Negro salesmen 
were not getting a fair share of 
the business. He said there were 
72 Negro wholesale 
serving Harlem retailers in a 
total sales force estimated at 200 
men. 


The NAACP official estimated 
that residents of Harlem spent 
$60,000,000 a year on wine and 
liquor, of which more than $2,- 
000,000 went to salesmen in com- 
missions. 


He said Negro salesmen would 
keep the commission money Cir- 
culating in the Harlem commu- 
nity, while white salesmen spent 
it elsewhere. 


Seventy-one retailers have 
agreed to sign and send to their 
wholesalers a form ‘letter sup- 
plied by the NAACP’s New York 
branch saying that they “will re- 
fuse to continue doing business 
with any wholesaler who will not 
send as their representative a 
Negro salesman.”’ 

A white liquor store owner said 
Monday that, although he and 
other dealers had been ‘“‘forced’”’ 
to sign an agreement to send the 
form letter, he doubted that any 
had actually been sent.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Team- 
ster President James R. Hoffa 
said Monday he would accept the 
challenge of counsel Robert F. 
Kennedy of the Senate Rackets 
Committee that he sue the con- 
gressional investigator for libel. 


Hoffa told newsmen he had 
“every intention” of filing suit 
against Kennedy for his _ public 
charges against the union leader 
on the ‘‘Meet the Press’’ national 
television program and the “Jack 
Paar Show’’ last Wednesday. 


He said he would also sue the 
National Broadcasting Company, 
which carried both programs. 


Hoffa said the suit would be 
filed as soon as the necessary le- 
gal documents were prepared. 
He said his attorneys would de- 
cide where to lodge the action 
and other details. 


A spokesmag for Hoffa at Team- 
ster headquarters here said union 
attorneys were studying a tran- 
script of the ‘Meet the Press" 
program to decide which of the 
charges to cite in their libel ac- 
tion, He said it would take “‘a 
few days" for them to decide on 
details of the suit. 


On the program, Kennedy ac- 
cused Hoffa of collusion with em- 
ployers, of betraying the union's 
membership, of putting gangsters 
and racketeers in important 
Teamster positions, and of mis- 
using union funds. He dared Hof- 
fa to sue him so that a jury could 
decide if the charges were true. 


If the charges were proven, 
Kennedy said, Hoffa should re- 
sign as union president because 
he would not be ‘‘worthy”’ to hold 
the post. 


Hoffa told newsmen afterwards 
he monitored the Kennedy pro- 
gram, which followed immediate- 
ly after his own appearance on 
the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem’s TV panel show ‘Face the 
Nation,”

HOW TO CATCH FISH? FIND ’EM 


swer. It’s how you spend your 
time on the water that counts. 


You are not expected to take 
time out for a soda pop, or a 
smoke. You mustn’t allow your 
attention to be diverted even 
for a moment, to watch a buck 
browse along the lonely beach, 
or a pair of king birds harry a 
hawk along its way down the 
bright sky lanes. You mustn't 
take a hand off the reel handle 
to swat a blood-thirsty mos- 
quito, or to feel in your brown 
paper bag for midday suste- 
nance. 


Everyone knows it’s moments 
like those that lunker trout or 
bass wait for, to catch us off 
guard. You are not supposed to 
relax, the experts say, while 
fishing. 


Another scientific fact they de- 
plore is that we do not know 
enough about a lake or stream. 
With our limited fishing hours, 
it’s highly improbably that we 
could ever learn all about any 
large body of water. So a good 
fisherman (I’m quoting) con- 
fines his activities to a limited 
area (they don’t say. how lim- 
ited). In that space, he knows 
all the hot spots, or enough so 
that he may devote a full day 
to testing one and then the other 
until he finds a fish or school of 
fish. 


It is the opinion of the re- 
searchers that we—our type— 
do not take the time to locate 
what they call the “fertile 
spots,” but on our days of 
angling, wander aimlessly along 
the shore line, wasting much 
time on waters which are not, 
and never have been, produc- 
tive. 


I think what they are really 
trying to tell us is that to con- 
sistently catch fish, we’ve sim- 
ply got to know where the fish 
are, what they want for dinner, 
and how to give it to them in 
the most appetizing manner. 


It sounds simple, but brother, 
if you are ever fortunate enough 
to have that answer, old Ike 
Walton will probably rinse the 
worm stain out of his angelic 
robe and make a special trip 
to earth, seeking information.

It’s Never Too Soon 
To Learn a Few Manners 


By MARCIA WINN 
When should a child start 
learning manners? Who should 
teach him and what should he 
be taught? 


What our grandmothers 
called manners is nothing more 
than common courtesy — 
short, consideration for others. 


A child should start learning 
manners as soon as he can see 
and hear. He should learn them 


at home. What he sees and 
hears there, he will emulate. 
If he has to wait to learn po- 
liteness elsewhere, his polite- 
ness always will seem mechan- 
ical and varnished and forced, 
as though he were polite for 
an ulterior purpose, which is 
generally true. 


By the time a child is 2 or 3, 
he should be able to say ‘“‘thank 
you” and “‘please’’ almost rou- 
tinely, and he will if you say 
them routinely to him. When 
he forgets to say them, all he 
needs is a reminder. 


By the time a child is 4, he 
should matter of factly greet 
all adults politely, either with
